8. Executive Director’s Report 

8.1 PBID Renewal Process 

Robbins stated that the petition phase is complete and the petition to renew the 
PBID has received stakeholder support in excess of 50% of all stakeholders on a size 
weighted basis. The ordinance to re-establish the PBID has been signed by the 
Mayor. Ballots will be sent to all stakeholders. The City Council will vote on the 
ordinance on September 25. If approved, the ballots will be counted following the 
City Council meeting. 

8.2 Independent auditor’s annual accounting review and tax filings

board. No significant adjustments were suggested or made by the CPA. The PBID 
accounting practices and statements as reviewed were found to be appropriate. State 
and Federal tax filings have been made.
